TOO MANY CHREOMOS. 

Commodore Bateman, who is now in En- 
giand, is quoted by the forvign dispatches as 
saying “he was surprised that the owners 
of Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul stock in 
Great Britain, where a majority of itis now 
owned, had not before this done what is now 
said to be their intention and assumed the 
control of the road.“ He did not believe, 
however, in the justice of their unfavorable 
criticiams of Mr. Armour, saying: 

One must go back to the former administra- 
tion board, that built thousands of miles of rail- 
road at $15,000 a mile and bonded and capitalized 
it at three times that amount, and purchased old 


roads for a mere song and consolidated them 
with this property at a great profit to themselves. 


These are truths which apply to more roads 
than the Milwaukee & St. Paul, and they 
would have been apparentto English and 
American holders of railway securities if 
they had chosen to keep their eyes open. c 

When the building of railroads began in 
the eastern sections of this country the the- 
ory was that the money gotten from stock 
subscriptions would build the road, as had 
been the case with turnpikes. it was soon 
found this plan would not work, so when the 
first Western lines were constructed they 
proceeded on a basis of about half stock and 
half bonds. They got the money needed for 
construction purposes by selling the latter at 
from 90 to 100 cents, and the former at what- 
ever they could get from 75 up. That method, 
however, has been abandoned for years. The 
present practice is to issue 25 to 50 per cent 
more bonds than the cost of building the 
new road, and to issue an equal amount of 
chromos called stock, on which nothing is 
paid, and then to turn over stock and bonds 
to aconstruction company, composed of di- 
rectors and promoters. What they can make 
outof both isclear profit. Thereis more 
money in this for promoters and syndi- 
cates.” 

Another favorite device of our modern 
railroad magnates is to buy up a lot of short 
roads, each of which has as heavy a burden 
ot debt as it can stagger under, consolidate 
hom into a system.“ and then put on the 
market stock—common and preferred 
‘bonds, mortgages, scrip, and all the other 
forms of indebtedness known the English 
language. These “securities” have for their 
basis a system already bankrupt. These 
chromos having been purchased by confiding 
investors on this and the other side of the 
water, the railroad magnate after bagging 
and banking the proceeds steps out and al- 
lows his victims to fight in a court for a 
share of the crumbs that he may have left 
behind nim.

At the close 
of 1886 the funded debt of that railway was 
$111,658,000. The common and preferred 
stock then was $52,460,000. Assuming that 
the road was honestly built, two-thirds af 
the cost had been met by bond issues. In 
1880 the mileage was 8,775 miles and the total 
liabilities $108,813,000. The cost per mile 
then was $27,360. By the close of 1886 the 
mileage was 4,977 and the total liabilities 
6174, 889,000. This is at the rate of $35,170 a 
mile. Those 1,202 additional miles cost $60,000 
a mile. Now, what has happened in those 
six years to raise the cost of the road $7,800 a 
mile above what it was in 1880 Read what 
Commodore Bateman says and you will see. 
Thousanas ot miles of track were built at 
$15,000 and bonded and stocked at three or 
four times that sum. As a matter of fact, 
that mileage of 1886 represented a real cost, 
not of $174,000,000, but of only $74,000,000 at 


fixed interest account would have been not 
six million but about half of that. In 1886 
there was paid out in interest and dividends 
a little over $9,000,000, Had business been 
done on an honest basis these payments 
would have been scaled down to 84, 000. 000. 
The remainder was money which had been 
extorted from the people under the supposed 
necessit bf charging fairly remunerative 
rates ’—to remunerate the hoiders of tons of 
chromos which represent nothing on the 
company’s books except water. 

But the showing of 1886 is not as bad for 
the St. Paul as that of 1887. During last year 
the “common” stock was increased about 
$10,000,000. This was done to raise the 
wherewithal to pay an unearnea dividend. 
It would not do to allow the stock market to 
be depressed by passing a dividend, so this 
amount of water was poured on the mar- 
ket and was eagerly taken up at home and 
abroad, but chiefly in England. It was abso- 
lutely valueless, and yet those who bought it 
are now howling because Western farmers 
were not charged such high rates for carry- 
ing their produce that it could be made to pay 
at Mast 2 or 8 per cent. It is greatly to Mr. 
Armour’s credit that he put his foot down on 
that sort of thing and refused to pay where 
nothing had been earned or to sell any lying 
chromos to raise the wind. It was not only 
good morals, it was sound business sense.

Pity the Sorrows of a 
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of nature if his art had brought forth the indi- 
rectness and cunning of that dissolute and un- 
stable character. One has never seen an actor 
who seemed to feel the undercurrent of Mark 
Antony's nature. On the stage he is always por- 
trayed literally as “a plain, blunt man who 


loved his friend.“ whereas in the book he is any- 


thing but what he professed and what he ap- 
peared to be. He was a voluptuary in absolute 
contrast to the Stoic Brutus; a demagogue 
who despised the people that he could move to 
passion, and a self-lover, who, if he dared, would 
have betrayed the Cesar that stood in the way 
of his ambition. The first scene in Act V., which 
is emitted in representation, shows Shakspeare’s 
estimate of him, and should be studied by the 
actor who would correct the traditional carica- 
ture ot the boards. Mr. Lane as Cmsar was the 
pasteboard egotist which Shakspeare was com- 
pelled by exigencies of tragedy tc make of Julius 
Cmsar—the man whom there is reason to believe 
that the poet admired more than any other 
“that ever livedin the tide of times.” Itis 
necessary that Cw@sar’s character should be thus 
blurred and made subservient, else the opening 
tragedy would dwarf the final one, and the pro- 
found pity for Brutus, which is the object of the 
work, beturned to that scorn which we visit 
upon fatuity. The negative attitude held by 
Brutus in beginning of the action 
makes it necessary that the  andi- 
ence should not only be receptive, but 
it should de alert to grasp much that 
can be suggested but cannot be expressed. It is 
because Brutus does not play directly upon the 
emotions that it is not a popular character. The 
people demand to be stirred, To appreciate 
Brutus they must ponder, and must feel the 
weight of a pathos that is almost voiceless, as 
something more sad and sacred than the 
passion that is roared. There was loud 
applause for Antony's sound and fury that, 
alas! signified nothing; but there was a 
stillness in which the few were thrilled and the 
many were perhaps bewildered in these two 
hushed scenes of transcendent tenderness—the 
interview of Brutus and Portia in the garden, 
and the mention of her death breathed in the 
tent amid the symbols of war and at the close of 
angry controversy. It was Miss Gale who played 
the part of Cato’s daughter—the woman who was 
go fathered and so husbanded.”’ She was earnest, 
yet from her manner one would be led to believe 
t she regards sensibility as largely a matter 

of the excessive acceentuation of words. The 
famous quarrel scene repaid the patience of 
those whose ideals of the play could not up to 
that point be fully realized.

Wollett Johnson Hacks His Mother, At-

During a fit of temporary insanity yester- 
day morning Wollett Johnson of No. 5208 La 
Salle street hacked his mother with a carv-

DRIVEN CRAZY BY LIQUOR. 


A Bohemian Shoots His Wife and Blows 
Out His Own Brains. 

About 8 o’clock yesterday afternoon Anton 
Cerny, a Bohemian molder living in the 
upper part of No. 95 Fisk street, while crazed 
with liquor taken to drown grief at the ill- 
ness of his child and despondency at a iack 
of work shot his wife and blew out his own 
brains. , 

Cerny, who was an industrious young man, 
lived happily, with his wife Mary, whom he 
married two years ago. He worked at Crane 
Brothers’ foundry until last Wednesday, 
when he was thrown out of employment. 
About tne same time his 1-year-old boy fell 
ill. The child grew worse, and Anton took 
to drinking. He did not have much money, 
but nearly all that he had he spent for 
— He was drunk yesterday morning 
when the landiady, Mrs. Lukes, went in to 
2 Mrs. Cerny in attending to the sick 
child. : 

The landlady went into the room again 
during the rnoon. The two women were 
bending over the child when Anton came 
into the room. Mrs. Lukes left to go down to 
her on apartments. She had hardly reached 
the head of the stairs when she heard a loud 
scream, followed by a pistol shot. The door 
she had just closed behind her was thrown 
open and Mrs. Cerny, with her babe clasped 
to her bosom and its little arms clinging to 
her neck, appeared in the hall. On the left 
side of her breast was a big red stain, and 
from the wound drops of the crimson fluid 
fell to the floor. The child’s hands were 
bathed in its mother’s blood. 

HE FIRES A SECOND SHOT. 

As Mrs. Cerny rushed into the hall Anton 
appeared behind her, revolver in hand, and 
took aim at the child's head, now nestled close 
to its mother’s face. There wasa report, 
and the bullet struck Mrs. Cerny in the back 
of the neck, just over the spot encircied by 
the little boy’s arm. Mrs. Cerny reached 
the head of the stairs and sun to the floor, 
the frightened and crying child still clinging 
to his mother’s breast and weltering in the 
warm blood. 

Anton retreated to his room when his wife 
fell. He shut the door and a moment later 
another pistol shot was heard. He had sent 
a bullet through his own head. 

When the police arrived Mrs. Cerny was 
still alive, though weak from loss of l 
The child had to be torn from her arms. 
Kind neighbors took care of the little one. 
Mrs. Cerny was taken to the County Hos- 
pital, where her condition was found to be 
critical. Either of the wounds was danger- 
ous. Cerny was found in his room witha 
bullet hole in his right temple and the re- 
volver by his side. s body wus taken care 
of by Bohemian-Slavonian Benevolent 
ee of which he had a mem- 


r. 
The illness of the child and the absence of 
work drove Cerny to drink, and he imbibed 
so freely that yesterday afternoon he was at- 
tacked by delirium tremens and in the fit 
committed the tragedy. These are the only 
reasons known for the bloody deed, for hus- 
band and wife were to each other 
and their child. When he worked he earned 
wages and was a model husband. Mrs. 
Xerny was much liked by her neighbors, and 
all thought a good deal of her. She was 25 
years of age and her husband 28. She has 
no relatives here, but he has a sister living in 
this city. 

One of the tenants of the house was seated 
on the stoop shortly before the shooting.

RIGOR OF PROHIBITION IN KANSAS. 


The Authorities in Wichita Preparing to 
Confiscate Property Under the New Law. 
Wronrra, Kas., Sept. 24.—[Special. | —Attor- 

ney General Hallowell today brought an ac- 
tion in the District Court to have the fine 
and costs in the noted Stewart whisky case 
made a lien upon the Timmermeyer Block, 
in which the liquor was sold. Stewart was 
sent to the county jail a year ago for over 
seventeen years for selling 208 glasses of 
beer in violation of the Murray law. At the 
time no further penalties in the case were 
enforced, but now that the popular 
indignation at the punishment has 
subsided the action 18 again renewed. 
The fine amounts to $20,800 and 
the costs to over $6,000, all of which, it is 
claimed by Hallowell, can, according to the 
law, be collected from the property.

Wasnineton, D. C., Sept. 24—After the 
transaction of some routine business this 
morning the Senate took up the bill restor- 
ing to the United States certain of the land 
granted to the Northern Pacific Railroad 
Company, and Mr. Plumb proceeded to.

DAMAGING FLOODS IN MEXICO, 


A Great Iron Bridge on the Vera Cruz Rall 
way Swept Away. 

Crry or Mexico, Sept. 24—The terrible 
storm last week in the State of Vera Cruz 
wrought much damage along the line of the 
Mexican (Vera Cruz) Railway. The greatest 
injury tothe railway line was at the Bar- 
ranca of Metlac, where the road crosses on 
an iron bridge ninety-five feet high and over 


ing flood, carrying with it 
up by the roots and huge bowlders washed 
from the sheer of the precipices. This 
mass of débris was hurled against the pillars 
of the bridge, tearing away two or three of 
them and 150 feet of the bridge. 
It was most fortunate that the flood tore out

The practical re- 
sult has been to determine a moderate per- 
centage of fraud, probably not equaling more 
than 1 — cent of the entries examined. As
